But there are others 
who say, that they are afraid to, receive, 
because they read, that he, that receiveth 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh his own 
damnation. 'To them I reply, that he 
that receiveth the Sacrament unworthily 
is guilty of a sin, but of a sin which 
may be repented of; that the words 
eating and drinking his own damnation 
(or condemnation, as it may be called) 
have a, more immediate reference to the, 
abuse of the institution at the time St. 
Fs | Paull 
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Paul wrote to the Corinthians on the 

zubject. These words, therefore, chould 

| not terrify -persons from coming, but 
| should induce them to repetit"of their 
sins, and to resolve to lead a better life 


in future; and, so resolving, to receive 
the Sacrament, which may enable them 
to persevere in these gobd resslutions: 
and I would wish them to cbnsider, that 
he, who is not fit to receive the Sacra 
ment, that is, who leads a wicked le, 
should not expect to have his prayer 
heard; and, if not, cannot 'reasonably- 
hope, should he die without nee 
to be saved thereafter.
